Legalize  It 

Even  Olympic  gold  medal  winners  inhale 

Even  though  Linn  County  finally  chased  Bill  Conde  out  of  Harrisburg,  that 
darn  cannabis  issue  just  v\/on't  go  away.  Whether  you  call  it  pot,  canna¬ 
bis,  hemp,  ganja,  weed  or  marijuana,  the  herb  is  here  to  stay. 

So  far  2009  looks  to  be  a  banner  year  for  the  cannabis  folks.  Consider  for 
instance  that  we  now  have  a  President  of  the  United  States  who  not  only  admits 
inhaling  but  told  us  "that  was  the  point.”  Consider  also  that  the  recent  outing  of 
Michael  Phelps  as  someone  who  knows  which  end  of  a  bong  does  what  has  just 
about  blown  the  myth  of  the  lazy  stoner  out  of  the  water. 

As  always,  however,  in  the  shadows  lurk  those  who  maintain  their  loathing  for 
the  cannabis  plant  no  matter  what  facts  disprove  their  prejudices.  Dan  Harmon 
operates  under  the  guise  of  a  man  with  Oregon  business  and  workplace  safety  in 
mind,  but  he  and  the  group  he  apparently  guides  -  Associated  Oregon  Industries 
-  want  to  test  the  pee  of  every  working  Oregonian  to  make  sure  we  aren't 
smoking  any  unapproved  plant  matter.  Oh,  and  while  he  is  at  it?  Mr.  Harmon  also 
wants  to  do  away  with  the  excellent  Oregon  Medical  Marijuana  Program  (OMMP). 
He  thinks  that  the  OMMP  "says  something  about  permissiveness  in  this  state, 
and  we've  got  to  stop  this  permissiveness." 

Pot  is  a  plant  not  of  just  a  thousand  uses  but  of  literally  tens  of  thousands 
of  uses  -  a  plant  that  has  shadowed  humanity  since  before  we  even  began 
recording  our  history.  It  is  food,  fuel,  fiber,  medicine.  It  is  also  consumed  for 
spiritual  and,  yes,  recreational  reasons.  But  not  many  these  days  are  shocked 
by  a  bit  of  pot  smoking.  After  all,  2009  has  shown  that  peanuts  kill  more  people 
than  pot.  Heck,  even  record  breaking  Olympic  gold  medal  winners  smoke  it.  One 
of  the  nice  things  about  cannabis  is  that  it  is  literally  impossible  to  physically 
overdose  on  pot. 

Here  in  Oregon  we  still  dance  around  the  issue  even  though  we  all  know 
someone  who  smokes  pot.  I've  met  politicians,  loggers,  cowboys,  doctors, 
lawyers,  carpenters  etc.,  etc.,  who  consume  cannabis.  It  IS  safer  than  alcohol. 

A  person  can  O.D.  on  booze,  and  we  recently  witnessed  the  horrific  reality  that 
booze  and  driving  kills.  While  no  one  should  drive  under  the  influence  of  any 
substance  that  effects  perception  and  reaction,  the  driver  on  pot  will  sit  at  the 
stop  sign  waiting  for  it  to  turn  green.  The  drunk  doesn't  even  see  the  stop  sign. 

Truly,  the  prohibition  of  pot  is  a  scam  of  the  highest  order.  Prohibition  is  a 
self-perpetuating  bureaucracy  which  creates  the  very  problems  it  is  supposed  to 
eliminate.  If  prohibition  worked,  would  cannabis  now  be  the  nation's  number  one 
agricultural  commodity?  If  prohibition  worked,  would  Al  Capone  have  become  a 
millionaire? 

There  is  no  logic  to  pot's  banning.  No  science,  no  fact  or  anything  resembling 
truth  was  ever  presented  when  the  government  outlawed  a  plant  that  had  been  a 
farm  staple  here  since  the  very  beginnings  of  our  new  nation.  What  did  serve  as 
the  foundation  for  laws  prohibiting  pot  were  racial  slurs  and  xenophobic  scare- 
mongering.  Which  of  course  naturally  then  begs  the  question  of  the  legitimacy 
of  those  laws  and  policies  keeping  pot  illegal.  The  question  no  longer  is  "Should 
cannabis  be  legal?"  The  more  relevant  question  is  "Why  is  cannabis  illegal?" 

I'm  all  for  safety  and  reducing  harm.  But  I  just  have  to  point  out  to  Harmon 
and  his  cohorts  that  since  Oregon  began  the  OMMP,  workplace  accidents  have 
declined.  I'm  not  claiming  causation,  I'm  just  saying...  I  mean,  after  all,  it  was  the 
DEA's  own  administrative  law  judge,  Francis  Young,  who  in  1988  called  cannabis 
"one  of  the  safest  therapeutic  substances  known  to  man."  Stress  and  fatigue 
are  and  always  have  been  the  greatest  threats  to  workplace  safety.  The  medicine 
a  worker  utilizes  for  health  issues  is  a  private  matter  between  a  doctor  and 
patient  -  not  the  employer,  not  the  government  and  certainly  not  Dan  Harmon. 

The  truth  will  be  heard.  Cannabis  is  indeed  medicine,  a  very  safe  medicine. 
Those  who  buried  the  study  in  1974  showing  cannabis'  potential  as  a  cancer 
fighter  have  much  pain  and  suffering  to  atone  for.  There  are  consequences  for 
such  deceitful  abuse  of  government  power.

HOMELESS  &  COP  SHOP 

Thank  you  for  linking  the  proposed  new 
cop  shop  to  the  homeless  situation  in  Eugene! 
I  have  been  harping  on  this  to  City  Council 
for  years.  The  money  they  have  squirreled 
away  is  CDBG  money,  and  they  spent  tens  of 
thousands  of  dollars  on  an  outside  PR  firm  to 
sell  the  idea  by  holding  community  forums 
and  focus  groups,  all  very  skillfully  presented 
as  if  the  new  building  was  already  a  fact,  and 
the  city  generously  wanted  to  get  community 
input  on  what  it  should  look  like,  and  where 
it  should  be  located.  Meanwhile,  back  in 
reality,  the  city  allocated  $70,000  for  a  “Blue 
Ribbon”  Committee  on  Homelessness  that 
ultimately  did  nothing  but  ask  for  more  money 
to  continue  to  think  about  the  issue. 

What  really  galls  me  is  that  when  I  first 
arrived  in  Eugene  in  2001, 1  was  appointed  to 
the  Human  Rights  Commission,  and  watched 
City  Council  members  and  staff  break  their 
arms  patting  each  other  on  the  back  for  the 
city’s  “diversity”  and  “commitment  to  human 
rights.”  Indeed,  our  city  code  offers  very 
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broad  protections  for  people  beyond  what  is 
provided  by  state  or  federal  law.  But  these 
protections  do  not  apply  to  the  homeless,  who 
are  codified  in  police  jargon  as  “transients” 
or  “vagrants.”  In  our  “diverse”  town,  the 
only  shelter  available  for  the  majority  of  the 
homeless  is  a  well-intentioned  but  faith-based 
shelter  funded  with  no  public  money  and 
therefore  exempt  from  the  protections  against 
discrimination  that  a  publicly  funded  shelter 
would  have. 

I  told  Mayor  Piercy  that  I  would  not  support 
one  penny  of  public  money  going  toward  a 
fancy  new  building  for  the  cops  or  any  other 
city  staff  until  the  city  first  built  a  publicly 
funded  shelter  for  the  homeless  that  provided 
the  same  human  rights  protections  that  all 
other  citizens  of  Eugene  enjoy.  I  meant  it.

April  showers  may  bring  May  flowers,  but  in  Eugene  March  brings  environ¬ 
mentalists  of  all  kinds. 

This  year  the  Public  Interest  Fajardo 

Environmental  Law  Conference  (PIELC) 
meets  Feb.  26  to  March  1  and  brings 
together  its  usual  crowd,  from  clean-cut 
lawyers  to  eco-defenders  with  dreadlocks. 

The  conference  on  the  UO  campus,  with 
most  events  in  the  law  school  building, 
features  speakers  from  across  the  world.  For 
example,  Pablo  Fajardo  Mendoza  sued 
Chevron  and  Texaco  for  allegedly  contami¬ 
nating  thousands  of  hectares  of  the 
Ecuadorian  Amazon  forest  in  a  legal  action 
that  could  become  the  largest  environmen¬ 
tal  lawsuit  ever  filed  in  the  world. 

Closer  to  home,  Eugene’s  Mayor  Kitty 
Piercy  will  speak  on  a  panel  on  Thursday  on  the  West  Eugene  Collaborative 
alongside  Gary  Wildish  of  the  Wildish  gravel  and  construction  family.  This  mix¬ 
ing  of  opinions  is  typical  of  many  PIELC  panels. 

Saturday’s  “Tales  of  Recovering  Hill  Staff’  panel  features  a  former  natural 
resource  staffer  to  Congressman  Peter  DeFazio  squaring  off  with  Mark  Rey,  a 
former  timber  lobbyist  and  more  recently  an  undersecretary  of  agriculture  during 
the  second  Bush  Administration.  Rey  was  described  by  SourceWatch.com  as, 
among  other  things,  “A  key  force  behind  the  ‘Healthy  Forests’  initiative  that 
accelerated  logging,  particularly  of  bigger  trees,  in  wildfire-prone  areas.” 

Among  other  not-to-be-missed  PIELC  panels  is  Saturday’s  “Direct  Action 
Against  the  Fossil  Fuel  Empire.”  The  panel  says  of  itself:  “Planning  non-violent 
direct  actions  —  civil  disobedience,  roadblocks,  billboard  takeovers  and  much 
more  —  can  be  intimidating,  but  with  a  little  bit  of  practice  and  training,  anyone 
can  do  it!”  Other  panels  focus  on  permaculture,  animal  rights,  field  burning, 
global  warming  and  a  host  of  other  issues. 

Organizers  encourage  attendees  to  pay  a  registration  fee  to  help  fund  the  event, 
but  no  payment  is  required,  and  the  event  is  open  to  the  public.  To  check  out  the 
speakers,  panels  and  films  at  this  year’s  PIELC,  download  the  brochure  at  the 
pielc.com  website.  —  Camilla  Mortensen 


R-G  ECONOMISTS  WERE  WRONG 

The  nation  is  in  the  grips  of  the  worst  economic  downturn  since  the  great 
depression.  So,  did  The  Register-Guard's,  and  local  Chamber  of  Commerce’s 
“Board  of  Economists”  see  it  coming? 

No.  “The  United  States  probably  will  dodge  a  recession  in  2008,”  the  R-G 
reported  on  its  economists’  predictions  last  year.  For  the  past  15  years,  the  R-G 
and  Chamber  have  filled  the  Hilton  to  predict  the  local  economic  future. 

But  local  businesses  may  have  been  better  off  reading  tea  leaves  or  chicken 
livers  than  relying  on  the  R-G’s  board  of  out-of-town  economists.  ‘“It’s  a  reces- 
sionette,’  quipped  board  member  Bill  Conerly,  an  economics  consultant  based  in 
the  Portland  area,”  the  paper  reported  last  year. 

John  Mitchell,  another  Portland  economist,  predicted  only  an  “interlude”  of 
slow  growth  at  the  three-hour  meeting  in  2008,  the  R-G  reported.  “It  will  not  fall 
into  the  category  of  recession.” 

Although  local  and  national  housing  prices  at  that  time  had  risen  to  many  times 
what  people  had  historically  been  able  to  afford,  the  paper  and  economists  did  not 
mention  it. 

“I  think  this  area  will  do  pretty  well,”  the  R-G  reported  the  prediction  of  state 
labor  economist  Brian  Rooney  last  year. 

Lane  County’s  unemployment  rate  now  is  almost  10  percent,  one  of  the  highest 
in  the  nation  and  a  local  unemployment  rate  not  seen  here  since  the  1980s  eco¬ 
nomic  collapse.  —  Alan  Pittman

FOR  END  OF 
CIVILIZATION 

Rivers  used  to  be  so  full  of  salmon  that 
people  thought  their  boats  would  capsize, 
says  author  and  environmental  activist 
Derrick  Jensen.  Flocks  of  passenger 
pigeons  flying  across  the  eastern  United 
States  would  block  out  the  sun  for  days  at 
a  time  and  sound  like  rolling  thunder.  You 
could  drop  a  bucket  into  coastal  waters  off 
New  England  and  bring  it  up  full  of  fish, 
according  to  Jensen.

“I  can’t  comprehend  that  people  pay 
more  attention  to  a  weird  woman  with  14 
kids  than  to  this,”  he  says.  “So  often,  I  feel 
like  I’m  walking  around  in  a  fog  or  a  daze.” 

Jensen,  who  will  deliver  a  keynote  speech 
at  the  UO  Public  Interest  Environmental 
Law  Conference  (PIELC)  at  noon  Saturday 
in  the  EMU,  has  been  called  the  philosopher 
poet  of  the  ecological  movement.  He  is 
sometimes  described  as  an  anarcho-primitiv- 
ist,  given  his  premise  that  industrial  civiliza¬ 
tion  is  inherently  unsustainable  and  exploit¬ 
ative.  He  has  published  13  books,  including 
A  Language  Older  than  Words,  Strangely 
Like  War  and,  most  recently.  Endgame. 

Listening  to  Jensen  speak  is  a  little  like 
turning  on  a  faucet,  which  pours  a  steady 


stream  of  clear,  urgent  thoughts  about  the 
problem  with  industrial  civilization.  What 
he  says  isn’t  always  comfortable  for  an 
audience  to  take  in,  but  his  vision  is  crystal 
clear:  We  are  exploiting  the  natural  world, 
and  we  need  to  stop.  At  stake  is  all  life  on 
our  planet. 

Jensen  notes  that  plant  and  animal  spe¬ 
cies  are  often  described  in  the  news  as 
economic  assets,  rather  than  as  valuable  in 
their  own  right.  “How  you  perceive  the 
world  influences  how  you  behave  in  the 
world,”  says  Jensen.  “And  we  have  a  per¬ 
ceived  entitlement  to  exploit.” 

According  to  Jensen,  we  see  the  natural 
world  as  needing  to  conform  to  industrial 
capitalism,  when  the  opposite  should  be 
true.  “You  don’t  survive  in  the  long  run  by 
exploiting  your  surroundings,”  he  says. 
“You  survive  in  the  long  run  by  improving 
your  habitat.” 

We’re  so  insulated  from  nature,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Jensen,  that  we’re  living  in  an  echo 
chamber  in  which  everything  we  see  and 
hear  is  created  or  mediated  by  humans. 
And  this  is  making  us  crazy.  “Most  of  our 
ideology  is  a  hallucination,”  he  says. 

When  asked  what  the  solution  should 
be,  Jensen  answers  without  hesitating. 
“We  need  to  act  directly  and  explicitly  in 
defense  of  the  land  and  the  creatures  that 
we  love,”  he  says.  “What  would  salmon 
do  if  they  could  take  on  human  manifesta¬ 
tions?  What  we  need  to  do  is  bring  down 
civilization  because  it’s  killing  the  planet 
and  it’s  killing  us.  The  longer  we  wait,  the 
worse  things  are  going  to  be.” 

Jensen  says  that  he  advocates  defend¬ 
ing  the  natural  world  in  any  way  possible, 
even  if  that  means  violence. 

Not  surprisingly,  this  part  of  Jensen’s 
philosophy  is  the  most  controversial.  Judging 
by  online  comments  from  readers  of  his 
work,  a  few  people  out  there  don’t  think  that 
suddenly  pulling  the  rug  out  from  beneath  an 
entire  society  would  be  a  good  idea. 

To  his  detractors,  Jensen  recommends 
planting  a  garden.  “You  can’t  have  an 
entire  society  that’s  based  on  industrialism 
—  it  can’t  last,”  he  says.  “If  your  concern 
really  is  for  the  survival  of  human  beings, 
then  what  you  need  to  do  is  start  putting  in 
neighborhood  gardens  and  start  preparing 
people  for  that  crash.” 

Instead  of  a  single  model  for  a  future 
society,  Jensen  says  that  he  would  like  to 
see  “10,000  different  cultures  based  on 
10,000  different  watersheds.”  Religion, 
culture  and  economy  need  to  emerge  from 
a  particular  land  base,  he  says,  “and  that 
will  happen  eventually.”  —  Jessica  Hirst

•  Wow,  Lane  County  Sheriff  Russ  Burger  must  have  a  lot 
of  extra  time  and  money  on  his  hands.  Burger  reportedly 
has  sent  letters  to  more  than  10,000  concealed  gun  nuts 
to  stir  up  support  for  his  opposition  to  public  records  laws 
and  create  a  problem  that  did  not  exist.  What's  next,  mass 
mailings  to  concealed  hairdresser  permit  holders?  This 
expenditure  of  untold  tens  of  thousands  of  dollars  and 
staff  time  comes  while  Burger  complains  he  doesn't  have 
the  money  to  stop  burglaries.  If  this  is  a  mass  mailing  for 
a  NRA-backed  re-election  campaign,  the  sheriff  should 
have  paid  for  it  himself. 

•  It's  time  for  the  state  to  raise  taxes  on  the  rich. 
Teetering  at  the  edge  of  a  gaping  budget  "pit"  billions  of 
dollars  deep,  there's  no  time  to  waste.  Rainy  day  and  fed¬ 
eral  stimulus  money  may  hold  back  brutal  cuts  to  services 
this  year,  but  without  new  revenue  the  state  will  soon 
have  to  radically  slash  school  and  human  service  funding 
during  a  deep  recession  when  it's  most  needed.  To  raise 
revenue,  Oregon  should  overhaul  its  largely  flat  state 
income  tax  rates,  some  of  the  most  regressive  in  the 
nation.  Higher  taxes  on  the  wealthy  will  help,  not  hurt,  the 
economy.  Instead  of  letting  the  rich  hoard  the  money,  the 
state  can  liberate  it  and  spend  it  on  teachers  and  caregiv¬ 
ers,  stimulating  job  creation. 

•  Eugene,  Springfield  and  the  state  should  heed  Obama's 
warning  that  anyone  wasting  the  stimulus  money  will  be 
publicly  held  accountable.  We  don't  need  more  or  bigger 
oil-addicted,  climate-changing  freeways.  We  need  public 
transportation,  bike  paths  and  other  truly  green  infra¬ 
structure  that  invest  in  the  future,  not  throw  money  in 
cement.  We'll  be  watching  closely. 

•  Dan  Carol  of  Eugene  and  Steve  Hildebrand  from  Sioux 
Falls,  Iowa,  talked  at  the  UO  last  week  about  the  same 
issue  that  Obama  organizer  Nancy  Webber  highlights  in 
this  week's  £1/1/  cover  story:  how  to  hold  together  and 
effectively  deploy  probably  the  greatest  political  organi¬ 


zation  ever  assembled.  They  were  keynoters  at  a  forum 
sponsored  by  the  Wayne  Morse  Center  called  "Mobilizing 
New  Constituencies,  the  2008  Elections."  Carol,  who 
was  content  and  issues  director  for  the  Obama  campaign, 
said  the  president  is  committed  to  appearing  outside 
Washington.  The  strategy  is  part  of  "Organizing  for 
Change"  and  "Organizing  for  America,"  which  are  new  ini¬ 
tiatives  by  the  Democratic  party. 

Hildebrand,  deputy  national  campaign  manager  for 
Obama  '08,  was  identified  by  Carol  as  the  "soul  of  the 
campaign."  He  gave  fascinating  details  of  the  winning 
strategies.  He  emphasized  that  Barack  Obama  himself 
made  all  the  critical  calls  such  as  whether  to  give  the 
speech  on  race,  how  to  deal  with  his  minister,  etc.  Here 
are  a  few  Hildebrand  numbers  and  facts  we  had  not  heard 
before:  13  million  names  made  up  the  Obama  email  list, 
and  in  a  poll  after  the  election,  55,000  said  they  would 
consider  running  for  office;  registration  of  new  voters  was 
a  key  strategic  decision,  and  since  2004,  new  voter  regis¬ 
trations  increased  28  percent;  in  every  battleground 
state,  voters  under  30  turned  out  at  a  higher  rate  than 
voters  over  65;  and  Obama's  huge  win  of  the  Hispanic 
vote  disproved  the  Clinton  line  that  Hispanics  would  not 
vote  for  an  African-American.  Barack  Obama  believes  the 
voice  of  the  people  needs  to  drown  out  the  lobbyists.  Is 
that  possible? 

•  Since  Feb.  1,  Judge  Ann  Aiken  has  been  the  chief 
judge  for  the  federal  District  Court  of  Oregon.  This  is  the 
first  time  in  the  150  years  of  this  court  that  a  woman 
has  been  the  chief.  That  was  cause  for  celebration  by 
friends  and  colleagues  who  filled  a  UO  law  school  party 
space  last  Tuesday  evening.  Justice  Martha  Walters  of 
the  Oregon  Supreme  Court,  another  prominent  woman 
jurist  from  Eugene,  spoke  and  Judge  Aiken  responded. 
Dean  Margie  Paris,  first  woman  dean  of  the  UO  law 
school,  also  praised  the  new  chief.  So  much  for  the  glass 
ceiling  covering  this  corner  of  the  legal  profession!  It's 
cracking  wide  open. 


President  Barack  Obama  warned  last 
week  that  if  state  and  local  government 
officials  use  the  stimulus  on  wasteful  proj¬ 
ects,  “I  will  call  them  out  on  it.” 

A  coalition  of  Oregon  environmental 
groups  sent  a  letter  to  Gov.  Ted  Kulongoski 
last  week  to  avoid  that  from  happening. 
The  letter  urges  the  governor  to  direct  the 
$260  million  in  transportation  stimulus 
money  he  controls  to  bike,  walking  and 
transit  projects  to  reduce  oil  addiction, 
sprawl  and  global  warming. 

“We  urge  Governor  Kulongoski  to  invest 
in  the  long  list  of  ready-to-go  transit,  bike 
and  pedestrian  projects  that  will  create  jobs 
and  make  our  communities  stronger,”  Bob 
Stacey,  executive  director  of  1000  Friends  of 
Oregon,  said  in  a  statement.  “As  we  rebuild 
the  economy,  let’s  invest  in  a  21st  century 
transportation  system  that  gives  Oregonians 
better  transportation  choices,  saves  them 
money  and  helps  reduce  global  warming 
pollution  from  cars  and  trucks.” 

The  letter  from  the  nine  environmental 
groups  points  to  research  by  the  Surface 
Transportation  Policy  Project  finding  that 
investment  in  transit  projects  creates  about 
19  percent  more  jobs  than  new  road  or 
bridge  projects. 

The  environmental  groups  argue  that 
spending  the  flexible  stimulus  money  on 
green  transportation  is  needed  to  rebalance 
Oregon’s  skewed  transportation  spending. 
The  state  constitution  prohibits  spending 
state  gas  tax  money  on  anything  but  roads, 
and  the  state  transportation  trust  fund 
focuses  mostly  on  highways. 

The  letter  also  urges  Kulongoski  to  encour¬ 
age  Oregon  local  governments,  who  will 
control  $90  million  of  the  federal  stimulus,  to 
focus  on  hike,  pedestrian  and  transit  projects. 

The  Oregon  Environmental  Council, 
1000  Friends  of  Oregon,  Environment 
Oregon,  Coalition  for  a  Livable  Future, 
Bicycle  Transportation  Alliance,  Willamette 


Pedestrian  Coalition,  Community  Health 
Partnership,  Upstream  Public  Health  and  the 
Oregon  Transit  Association  signed  the  letter. 

The  lobbying  effort  appears  to  be  hav¬ 
ing  some  effect.  BikePortland.org  reported 
thattheOregonTransportationCommission 
delayed  a  vote  last  week  to  quickly  devote 
the  stimulus  to  highway  projects.  1000 
Friends  is  organizing  a  grassroots  lobby¬ 
ing  effort  at  the  tinyurl.com/greenstimulus 
website.  — Alan  Pittman 


TALE  OF 
TWO  BRIDGES 

In  Eugene,  boosting  global  warming, 
sprawl  and  oil  addiction  by  widening  the 
1-5  bridge  was  decided  by  highway  bureau¬ 
crats  meeting  in  secret  years  ago. 

But  in  Portland,  a  proposed  1-5  bridge 
widening  is  a  major  topic  of  public  hear¬ 
ings  and  political  debate. 


“The  issue  has  been  contentious  for 
months,”  the  Oregonian  reported,  announc¬ 
ing  another  public  hearing  by  elected  officials 
on  widening  the  Columbia  River  bridge. 

Willamette  Week  reported  that  for  Portland 
Mayor  Sam  Adams,  the  bridge  widening 
decision  is  “the  biggest  deal  on  his  desk.” 

In  Eugene,  the  City  Council  and  other 
elected  officials  have  never  held  a  public 
vote  or  a  public  hearing  on  the  question  of 
whether  or  not  the  1-5  bridge  over  the

Willamette  should  be  widened  50  percent 
from  four  to  six  lanes. 

That  decision  was  made  behind  closed 
doors  by  Oregon  Department  of  Trans¬ 
portation  and  federal  highway  planners, 
according  to  the  project’s  official 
“Environmental  Assessment”  document. 
“This  was  a  primary  criterion  in  project 
development.” 

The  EA  for  the  $180  million  1-5  bridge 
widening  dodges  the  issue  of  global  warm¬ 
ing  by  arguing  that  the  wider  bridge  will 
have  room  for  six  lanes  but  will  only  be 
striped  for  four,  until  they  decide  to  change 
the  paint.  —  Alan  Pittman

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The  Price  and  the  Promise 

Can  Obama’s  organizers  change  America? 

Essay  by  Nancy  Webber 

EDITOR’S  NOTE:  Nancy  Webber  has  been  a  political  activist  and  idealist  for  at  least  40  years. 
She  left  her  life  in  Eugene  for  most  of  2008  to  organize  block-by-block  support  for  Barack  Obama 
in  California,  Texas,  New  Mexico  and  Colorado.  She  was  a  major  player  in  the  powerful  Oregon 
campaign.  Back  home  after  the  emotional  inauguration  and  after  President  Obama’s  first  month  in 
office,  Webber  writes  an  essay  on  what's  next  for  the  organization. 


Hm  et  us  in!  Let  us  in!”  I  shouted,  along  with  more  than  30,000  people  packed 

I  from  Union  Station  to  1st  and  Louisiana  in  Washington,  D.C.  We  stood  in  a 

crowd  at  the  “purple  gate”  ready  to  enter  the  Capitol  grounds  on  the  day  of  the 
Obama  inauguration.  In  this  crowd  were  Obama  field  organizers  who  had  spent  a  year 
or  more  working  on  the  campaign. 

Regional  Field  Organizer  Courtney  Hight,  who  was  stationed  in  Eugene  during 
the  Oregon  primary,  was  in  the  3rd  Street  tunnel,  which  is  part  of  Interstate  395  and 
runs  under  the  National  Mall.  On  January  20,  it  was  also  known  as  “the  Purple  Tunnel 
of  Doom.”  The  tunnel  was  so  packed  that  a  woman  fainted  standing  up.  Two  rescue 
vehicles  started  into  the  tunnel  from  opposite  directions  trying  to  reach  her.  Courtney  is 
no  more  than  5 ’2”  and  could  see  nothing  but  the  back  of  the  person  in  front  of  her.  As 
the  vehicles  tried  to  move  forward,  she  and  her  fellow  tunnelers  were  shouting,  “Let  us 
out!  Let  us  out!” 

‘It’s  never  enough  to  protest  for  your  rights. 
You  have  to  fight  for  them,  biock  by  biock, 
neighborhood  by  neighborhood.’ 

Despite  arriving  early  and  standing  for  hours  without  moving  more  than  a  few  feet 
toward  the  gate,  it  became  clear  that  we  weren’t  going  to  get  in.  Another  cry  went 
up,  “Purple!  Purple!”  because  the  ticket-holders  wanted  the  Transportation  Security 


Administration  and  U.S.  Capitol  police,  who  were  in  charge  of  security  at  the  gate,  to 
know  that  we  had  valid  tickets  and  a  right  to  be  there. 

Courtney  and  I  spent  most  of  2008  working  on  the  Obama  campaign.  Her  journey 
began  inNew  Hampshire  as  a  field  organizer.  I  joined  the  campaign  during  the  California 
primary.  We  met  during  the  Oregon  primary  in  Eugene.  Twenty-five  years  separate  us 
in  age,  and  our  views  of  organizing  are  shaped  by  the  generations  to  which  we  each 
belong.  I  have  learned  from  the  young  Obama  field  organizers,  whom  I  refer  to  as  “my 
kids,”  that  it’s  never  enough  to  protest  for  your  rights.  You  have  to  fight  for  them,  block 
by  block,  neighborhood  by  neighborhood.  We  weren’t  organized  well  enough  in  the 
late  ‘60s  and  early  ‘70s  to  do  that  consistently.  My  “kids”  have  taken  field  operations 
to  a  new  level.  Courtney  somehow  got  out  of  the  tunnel  and  ran  for  the  gate.  I  was 
slammed  up  against  the  metal  fencing  that  surrounded  the  Capitol  about  50  feet  from 
the  entrance.  Within  moments  of  the  gate  closure,  she  got  in.  I  did  not. 

As  the  gate  closed,  a  black  man  near  me  shrugged  and  a  tear  ran  down  his  cheek.  I 
had  spoken  to  him  earlier  to  ask  if  he  wasn’t  cold.  He  was  dressed  in  suit  and  tie,  but 
despite  the  sub-freezing  temperature,  he  wore  neither  a  coat  nor  a  hat.  He  told  me  that  if 
Barack  Obama  could  stand  hatless  in  the  cold,  then  he  could  too.  Was  he  a  contributor? 
A  volunteer?  A  friend?  I  don’t  know,  but  his  feelings  of  disappointment  were  shared  by 
all  of  us. 

He  turned  to  go,  but  there  was  nowhere  to  go.  The  last  ones  in  the  crowd  had  to 
leave  first  in  order  to  allow  those  of  us  near  the  front  enough  room  to  move.  The  crowd 
thinned,  but  many  people  chose  not  to  leave.  It  was  as  if  every  field  organizer  there 
asked  the  same  question:  “What’s  next?”  After  a  big  event  during  the  campaign,  that 
was  the  question:  “What’s  next?” 

Without  anger  or  blame,  the  organizers  turned  to  each  other,  formed  a  huddle,  and 
invited  others  to  join  them  as  they  pulled  out  iPhones  and  Blackberries  to  listen  to 
President  Obama’s  speech.

At  the  end  of  his  speech  the  answer  came.  He  called  on  us  to  accept  the  duties  of 
citizenship  and  find  meaning  in  something  greater  than  ourselves. 

The  newly  swom-in  president  said:  “For  as  much  as  government  can  do  and  must 
do,  it  is  ultimately  the  faith  and  determination  of  the  American  people  upon  which 
this  nation  relies.  It  is  the  kindness  to  take  in  a  stranger  when  the  levees  break,  the 
selflessness  of  workers  who  would  rather  cut  their  hours  than  see  a  friend  lose  their 
job,  which  sees  us  through  our  darkest  hours.  It  is  the  firefighter’s  courage  to  storm  a 
stairway  filled  with  smoke,  but  also  a  parent’s  willingness  to  nurture  a  child,  that  finally 
decides  our  fate.” 

The  words  were  eloquent,  but  it  was  his  actions  of  the  previous  day  that  will  define 
what  he  is  asking  all  of  us  to  do.  More  than  1  million  people,  including  Michelle  and 
Barack  Obama  were  volunteering  on  13,000  projects  across  the  nation  to  paint  schools, 
plant  trees,  build  houses  and  clean  up  creeks,  streams  and  bayous. 

In  1994  Congress  enacted  a  bill  declaring  Martin  Luther  King  Day  as  a  national 
day  of  service.  Although  presidents  since  then  have  mentioned  it,  none  has  so  actively 
recruited  Americans  to  serve  their  community  and  their  country  as  Barack  Obama.  In 
Oregon,  more  than  200  events  were  held  —  clothing  drives,  construction  at  Habitat  for 
Humanity  sites,  collections  for  the  Oregon  Food  Bank  and  many  more. 

The  organizer  of  the  National  Day  of  Service,  Buffy  Wicks,  was  the  state  field 
organizer  in  southern  California  during  the  primary  and  in  Missouri  during  the  general 
election  for  the  Obama  campaign.  Those  assignments  were  among  the  most  difficult  of 
the  campaign.  Her  leadership  and  the  events  that  have  continued  since  the  inauguration 
are  clear  indicators  that  community  service  will  be  a  major  component  of  the  Obama 
administration. 

During  the  recent  service  events  surrounding  the  NBA  All-Star  game,  for  example, 
a  public  service  announcement  featuring  President  Obama  encouraged  all  Americans  to 
“lace  ’em  up”  and  get  involved  in  their  communities. 

No  one  should  be  surprised.  Barack  Obama  began  his  political  career  as  a  community 
organizer.  He  believes  in  the  value  of  community  service  as  a  tool  to  break  down 
barriers,  to  build  trust  among  people  and  to  find  common  purpose. 

Obama’s  faith  in  organizing  from  the  bottom  up  coupled  with  his  campaign’s 
ingenious  use  of  technology  has  made  his  the  most  powerful  political  organization 
in  history.  Obama  for  America,  which  has  morphed  into  Organizing  for  America, 
gathered  more  than  13  million  email  addresses.  The  new  entity,  still  headed  by  Obama’s 
campaign  manager  David  Plouffe,  has  the  capability  of  reaching  millions  of  people  via 
text  messaging  as  well. 

The  first  test  of  Plouffe ’s  reach  occurred  when  delegates  to  the  Democratic 
Convention  in  Denver  were  asked  to  call  one  friend  each  from  Mile  High  Stadium. 
More  than  85,000  calls  jammed  the  nearby  cell  towers.  We  were  also  asked  to  text  a 
congratulatory  message  to  Barack  Obama.  The  messages  were  relayed  to  the  jumbotrons 
in  the  stadium  and  broadcast  worldwide.  When  the  power  of  this  online  network  is 
loosed  on  Congress,  many  legislators  are  likely  to  find  it  overwhelming,  perhaps  even 
more  powerful  than  the  K  Street  lobby. 

Some  have  called  these  organizing  twins,  community  service  and  social  networking. 
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a  permanent  campaign.  There  are  more  than  5,000  trained  field  organizers  throughout 
the  country  who  are  ready  and  willing  to  support  President  Obama.  Some  will  be 
educating  the  public  about  specific  legislation  and  rallying  support  for  it  through 
Organizing  for  America,  now  a  permanent  arm  of  the  Democratic  Party. 

Others  will  be  organizing  community  service  projects  through  USAservice.org 
Both  websites  look  very  much  like  the  Obama  for  America  website  did  during 
the  campaign.  A  volunteer  can  sign  up  for  a  project,  create  one  or  blog  about  the 
experience  after  the  fact.

“It’s  not  about  Barack  changing  this  country,”  says  Eugene  volunteer  field 
organizer  Julie  Marandin.  “It’s  about  each  one  of  us  reaching  out  to  our  friends  and 
neighbors  and  becoming  more  involved  in  our  community.” 

In  the  week  leading  up  to  passage  of  the  stimulus  plan,  several  thousand  OFA 
house  meetings  took  place  around  the  country.  Attendees  were  briefed  on  the  package 
by  watching  a  video  with  the  new  DNC  Chairman  and  governor  of  Virginia,  Tim 
Keane.  They  were  asked  to  persuade  friends  and  neighbors  and  then  to  mobilize  their 
social  networks  to  let  Congress  know  that  they  supported  the  President’s  position. 

It  is  this  network  that  makes  Obama’s  search  for  common  ground  possible.  The 
power  behind  this  presidency  is  the  millions  of  supporters  who  are  networked,  fired 
up  and  ready  to  go. 

“What’s  next?”  In  small  huddles  on  a  very  cold  day,  listening  over  cell  phones, 
we  heard  the  answer: 

“What  is  required  of  us  now  is  a  new  era  of  responsibility  —  a  recognition, 
on  the  part  of  every  American,  that  we  have  duties  to  ourselves,  our  nation  and 
the  world,  duties  that  we  do  not  grudgingly  accept  but  rather  seize  gladly,  firm  in 
the  knowledge  that  there  is  nothing  so  satisfying  to  the  spirit,  so  defining  of  our 
character,  than  giving  our  all  to  a  difficult  task.  This  is  the  price  and  the  promise  of 
citizenship.”  6I¥

Ready  or  not,  here  comes  the  past 


WALTZ  WITH  BASHIR  (VALS  IM  BASHIR): 

Written  and  directed  by  Ari  Folman.  Illustrated  by 
David  Polonsky.  Music,  Max  Richter.  Sony  Pictures 
Classics,  2008.  90  minutes.  ★  ★  ★  ★  ★ 

YOU  won’t  find  much  dancing  in 
Waltz  with  Bashir.  Nor  will  you 
learn  a  great  deal  about  Bashir 
Gemayel,  the  president  of  Lebanon  who 
was  assassinated  during  the  1982  war  with 
Israel.  The  real  Bashir  belongs  to  history; 
Waltz  with  Bashir  is  about  how  memory 
suppresses  history  when  we’re  exposed  to 
deeply  traumatic  events.  Waltz  with  Bashir 
is  an  extraordinary  film  experience,  one  that, 
while  improved  by  an  awareness  of  history, 
is  both  deeply  personal  and  imiversal  in  its 
attempt  to  reconstruct  the  past.  A  highly 
unusual,  highly  decorated  film.  Waltz  with 
Bashir  is  an  animated  war  documentary 
about  the  attempt  to  recover  lost  memories 
by  a  group  of  friends  who  were  soldiers  in 
the  1982  war  —  a  war  that,  with  bottomless 
irony,  the  Israeli  government  called 
“Operation  Peace.”  Writer  and  director 
Ari  Folman,  an  Israeli  soldier  who  invaded 
Beruit,  is  particularly  interested  in  the  Sabra 
and  Shatila  massacre,  in  which  Israeli 
soldiers  allowed  the  slaughter  of  Palestinian 
refugees  by  a  Lebanese  militia  avenging  the 
death  of  Bashir. 

Waltz  with  Bashir  has  so  many  aspects 
to  it  —  aspects  that  work  successfully,  even 
spectacularly,  together  —  that  it’s  nearly 
impossible  to  synthesize  them  all.  At  the 
outset,  Ari  is  visited  by  Boaz,  a  friend  from  the 
war  who’s  experiencing  recurring  nightmares. 
During  their  meeting,  Ari  realizes  he  can’t 
recall  the  details  of  his  war  service.  His  one 
memory,  which  recurs  throughout  the  film, 
becomes  the  most  paralyzingly  beautiful 


scene  of  2008:  Ari  and  two  friends  are 
bathing  in  the  sea  at  night  as  flares  rain  down 
like  fireballs  over  Beirut.  With  that  image, 
which  may  or  may  not  be  authentic,  as  a  sort 
of  divining  rod,  Ari  attempts  to  discover  the 
hidden  wells  of  memory  within  him,  primarily 
by  visiting  and  interviewing  his  old  friends. 
Carmi,  a  haunted  man  who  remembers  less 
than  Ari,  seems  to  have  died  years  ago. 
Ronny  is  alert  but  plagued  by  survivor’s 
guilt.  Frenkel,  their  captain,  is  keenly  aware 
of  the  war’s  details,  but  his  focus  suggests  a 
childlike  fear  of  the  unknown.  As  you  watch 
Ari’s  memories  expand  with  repetition,  you 
realize  not  only  what  you’re  watching,  but 
why  Folman  chose  to  tell  his  story  this  way. 
The  film’s  richly  animated  comic-book  style 
approximates  the  elusiveness  and  fluidity  of 
our  memories,  which  in  Waltz  with  Bashir 
run  like  spilled  mercury  and  are  sometimes 
as  hard  to  follow. 

Winner  of  the  2008  Golden  Globe  for 
Best  Foreign  Language  Film,  Waltz  with 
Bashir  is  the  only  animated  film  ever 
nominated  for  a  Best  Foreign  Language 
Oscar.  It  is  also,  oddly,  one  of  only  two 
Israeli  animated  features  ever  released, 
the  other  being  last  year’s  $9.99.  In  a  year 
without  WALL-E,  Bashir  would  be  the  best 
animated  film  of  the  year.  In  a  year  without 
Man  on  Wire,  it  would  be  the  year’s  best 
documentary.  Instead,  by  combining  these 
disparate  elements,  it’s  an  entirely  new 
way  to  tell  a  story,  making  Bashir,  for  my 
money,  one  of  the  best  films  of  this  or  any 
other  year.  The  final  scene,  which  I  foimd 
gratuitous,  doesn’t  diminish  what  comes 
before  it,  which  is  essentially  a  journey  to  a 
place  in  which  Folman  can  finally  exclaim, 
“The  memories  are  coming  back.”  BIH

Get  giddy  with  A.C.  Newman's  latest 


It  took  about  two  weeks  for  me  to  stop 
hearing  New  Pomographers  songs 
in  my  head  every  time  I  thought  of 
A.C.  Newman.  It’s  not  necessarily  that 
Carl  Newman’s  other  band’s  songs  are 
that  much  catchier,  but  I’ve  known  them 
longer.  Newman’s  second  solo  album,  Get 
Guilty,  needs  time  to  settle  in,  to  sink  its 
hooks  into  a  melody-absorbing  place  in 
your  mind  near  where  those  unforgettable 
New  Pornos  tunes  hang  out.  There’s  no 
small  amount  of  overlap  between  the 
two  bands’  sounds:  The  dense,  precise 
pop  songwriting,  the  female  harmonies 
(some  provided  by  Mates  of  State’s  Kori 
Gardner),  the  occasional  oddball  lyrics, 
a  slightly  (but  cheerfully)  frantic  sense 
of  exuberance  and,  over  it  all,  Newman’s 
perfectly  accessible  voice. 

Newman’s  giddy,  graceful  songs,  which 
leap  through  the  decades  for  musical 


references,  sound  as  if  they  sprung  fully- 
formed  into  being  despite  their  intricacies. 
It’s  a  strange  appearance  of  ease;  the 
backing  vocals  sound  as  if  they’re  there 
because  the  singers  were  simply  inspired 
to  sing  along,  but  at  the  same  time,  they’re 
a  vital  piece  of  each  song’s  structure.  On 
“Young  Atlantis,”  which  opens  with  one 
of  the  album’s  most  beautiful  and  quietest 
melodies,  Newman  leads  his  miniature 
choir  as  they  echo  his  vocals  and  then 
sweep  into  a  wordless  chorus  of  “ah”s 
before  giving  way  to  a  gorgeous  winding- 
down  that  ends  even  more  quietly  than  it 
began.  Get  Guilty  changes  dynamics  with 
breathtaking  grace;  the  next  track,  “The 
Collected  Works,”  is  percussive  and  bossy, 
and  “All  of  My  Days  and  All  of  My  Days 
Off’  shifts  again,  closing  out  the  record  on 
a  sweet  and  Shins-y  note.

of  its  own  analysis,  a  bit  of  picking  at  the 
lyrics,  which  throw  up  snippets  of  imagery 
like  a  stuttering  projector  on  a  brick  wall. 
Just  the  titles  often  sound  like  short  films 
yet  to  be  shot  (“Like  a  Hitman,  Like  a 
Dancer”).  But  sometimes,  it’s  the  songs 
with  the  least  decipherable  lyrics  that  snag. 


“I  carried  it  quietly  over  the  wall  /  there 
were  too  many  prophets  there”  is  all  that 
sinks  in  of  the  rising,  fantastic  “Prophets.” 

Still,  one  key  line  stands  out:  “Lady, 
would  you  call  it  art?”  Newman  asks  on 
“The  Palace  at  4  A.M.,”  Get  Guilty's,  first 
single.  Well,  of  course.  6W 


Move  and  Groove 

Some  bands  just  know  how  to  make  you 
move.  They  effortlessly  combine  their  talents 
to  create  a  sound  that  turns  each  song  into 
a  musical  dance  partner  who  first  shows 
off  a  few  moves,  then  beckons  you  onto  the 
dance  floor  and  finally  sets  you  to  grooving 
in  ways  you're  not  likely  to  soon  forget. 
Basin  &  Range  Is  one  of  those  bands,  and 
each  member  supplies  the  necessary  musical 
bones,  flesh  and  sinews  to  create  the  ultimate 
dance  partner  on  their  new  EP,  Release 
Party. 

Not  content  to  simply  make  groovy  jazz  or 
nasty  funk,  the  band  combines  both  of  these 
styles  with  R&B  and  rock  to  make  for  one 
heck  of  a  dance  party.  "Muggy"  is  a  perfectly 
funky  jam  replete  with  sax  and  guitar  solos 
that  shimmer  and  echo  in  assorted  directions. 
This  song  is  emblematic  of  the  entire  album's 
presentation,  as  is  the  head-bobbing,  hand¬ 
clapping  stomper  "Parade."  It's  a  good  time 
from  start  to  finish.  The  album's  five  tracks 
are  similar  only  in  that  they  get  you  on  your 
feet  and  moving  before  you  know  what's  hit 
you.  Apart  from  that,  these  songs  are  diverse 
and  interesting,  and  you  never  get  the  same 
thing  twice.  If  you  love  to  dance,  this  is  a  show 
you  will  be  glad  you  went  to.

Whose  Clues? 

It's  the  kind  of  listing  that  makes  a 
certain  kind  of  music  fan  sit  right  up  and 
hit  Google:  Sam  Bond's  is  bringing  us  The 
Clues,  a  band  featuring  former  Arcade  Fire 
member  Brendan  Reed  and  former  Unicorns 
fellow  Alden  Penner.  Last  fall,  Pitchfork.com 
posted  one  song,  "Perfect  Fit,"  from  The 
Clues'  forthcoming  self-titled  record  (due 
on  Constellation  Records  in  May).  It's  more 
Unicorns  than  AF,  at  least  at  first;  it's  a  little 
playful,  with  goofy  vocals  and  a  major  shift 
in  tone  near  the  end.  A  video  of  the  band 
at  Pop  Montreal  shows  them  going  from  a 
spare  vocals/guitar  song  to  one  with  quirky 
whistling  and  the  occasional  vocal  harmony 

-  and  a  tiny  bit  of  epic  swelling  and  swooning. 
The  Constellation  site  describes  the  record  as 
"idiosyncratic  and  enigmatic,  but  exuberantly 
infectious  and  approachable,"  and  a  wee 
sample  of  early  recordings  (on  www. 
villavillanola.com)  certainly  backs  up  that 
claim.

Synth  Jam 

STS9's  stoned  electronics  feel  sort  of 
like  raving  in  Jell-0.  The  electronic  answer 
to  jam  bands,  this  instrumental  outfit's 
been  making  its  unusual  blend  of  drum  'n' 
bass,  rock  and  roll  and  straight-up  funk  for 
more  than  10  years,  first  as  Sector  9,  but 
after  copyright  conflicts  with  a  ionqboard 
company,  as  Sound  Tribe  Sector  9  (or  STS9). 
The  hippie-esgue  name  belies  the  hypnotic 
nature  of  the  music,  in  which  thumping 
drums  give  way  to  smooth,  repetitive  guitar 
licks;  it's  kinda  like  what  might  happen  if 
My  Bloody  Valentine  started  making  dance 
music.  Their  latest  record,  Peaceblaster, 
explores  the  dichotomy  between  the  two 
words  its  title  mushes  together,  sleek, 
seamless  live  instrumentals  bleeding  into 
each  other  as  pounding  percussion  adds  a 
sense  of  tension  and  urgency.  Live,  these 
guys  know  how  to  keep  a  party  going: 
expect  a  two-hour  long  set  complete 
with  remixes  and  improvised  alterations 
to  old  songs.  STS9  and  Pnuma  PA  Set 
play  at  8  pm  Thursday,  March  5,  at  the 
McDonald  Theatre.  $22.50  adv.,  $25  door.

Demon  Chaser 

With  contemporary  Irish  music,  there's  always  a  sense  of  the  past  meeting  the 
future,  and  no  more  so  than  when  a  band  takes  a  traditional  song  and  gives  it  a  new 
life.  Circled  by  Hounds  have  done  a  great  job  with  the  song  "A  Man  You  Don't  Meet 
Everyday."  The  arrangement  they've  chosen  is  understated,  with  guitar  strumming 
behind  the  lilting  flute  of  new  member  Hanz  Araki.  Sung  by  Kathryn  Claire,  it's 
reassuring  and  friendly,  a  lovely  gift  to  give  their  fans  as  a  hidden  track  on  their  new 
CD,  Howl  No  Demon  Louder. 

Those  who  enjoyed  the  zest  of  Eugene  band  Toad  in  the  Hole  will  be  glad  to  know  the 
remains  of  that  band  soldier  on.  Now  based  in  Portland,  the  band  that  was  a  three-piece  on 
2006's  Chasing  Our  Tales  has  expanded  to  a  quintet. 

About  half  the  tracks  on  Howl  are  instrumental  and  are  underpinned  by  the  rhythm 
of  quest  banjoist  Ezra  Holbrook  and  accordionist  Johnny  B.  Connolly.  Each  band 
member's  playing  is  wonderful,  with  Claire  and  Sarah  Dee's  weaving  fiddles  turning 
cartwheels  in  the  tune  "Open  Road."  Strong  percussion  is  an  anchor  throughout,  as 
is  Claire's  warm  and  openhearted  voice.  Though  most  of  the  songs  CBH  chose  for 
Howl  are  traditionals,  one  tune  in  particular  stands  out:  "The  Tinkerman,"  an  original 
written  by  Claire  and  guitarist  Matthew  Hayward-McDonald.  The  song  grows  from  a 
plaintive  fiddle  soaring  over  a  waltzing  rhythm  to  a  driving,  percussive,  unstoppered 
force  that  swirls  on  itself  until  it  comes  to  rest  again. 

While  CBH's  earlier  CD  had  an  energy  to  it  that  stemmed  from  the  sheer  joy  of 
playing,  the  group  now  seems  to  have  matured  into  a  deeper  palette.  When  everyone 
plays  together,  they  become  one  smooth  ensemble,  a  band  with  the  confidence  to 
appreciate  the  past  while  navigating  new  terrain  and  making  each  song  their  own.

The  sun  shone  on  opening  weekend 
at  the  Oregon  Shakespeare  Festival 
in  Ashland,  and  the  new  artistic 
director’s  vision  swept  energy  and  excitement 
into  the  festival  even  in  a  time  of  economic 
uncertainty. 

Bill  Rauch  started  his  tenure  last  year, 
but  2009’s  season  is  the  first  to  show  the  full 
stamp  of  his  ideas.  Though  of  course  we  don’t 
know  what  happens  behind  the  scenes,  we’ve 
seen  Rauch  attending  plays  at  all  points  in 
the  season,  warmly  greeting  everyone  in  his 
vicinity  and  offering  words  of  encouragement 
to  playwrights  and  actors. 

In  a  media  conference,  both  Rauch  and 
longtime  OSF  Executive  Director  Paul 
Nicholson  gave  open  answers  about  budget 
woes,  Rauch’s  dreams  and  the  stresses  of 
preparing  for  next  season  in  the  midst  of  shaky 
monetary  terrain.

The  Music  Man 

Meredith  Willson’s  The  Music  Man  has 
a  rep  as  the  province  of  poorly  produced 
middle  school  or  high  school  experiences. 
So  I  was  doubtful  abouf  the  OSF’s  venture 
into  Wells  Fargo-landia,  and  the  harmonica 
overture  didn’t  bode  well.  But  by  the  middle 
of  the  masterfully  handled  “Rock  Island,”  this 
former  Iowan  had  fallen  helplessly  under  the 
spell  of  director  Bill  Rauch’s  multicultural 
River  City.  True,  Willson’s  book  and  songs 
hit  their  “sell-by”  date  long  ago,  and  audience 
members  will  have  to  put  up  with  imeven 
singing  and  dancing  (not  everyone  is  a  triple 
threat).  But  the  large,  joyful  cast  and  standouts 
Michael  Elich  as  Harold  Hill  and  Howie 
Seago  as  Marcellus,  along  with  sneaky-cool 
costume  design,  make  this  G-rated  musical 
the  ticket  this  spring.  Just,  please,  remember 
not  to  sing  along  —  though  clapping  in  time 
seems  quite  welcome.

Dead  Man's  Cell  Phone 

A  woman  answers  a  dead  man’s  cell 
phone  and  her  world  is  turned  upside  down 
in  Sarah  Ruhl’s  hilarious  and  heartbreaking 
examination  of  death  and  embodiment  in  a 
disconnected,  digital  world.  A  strong  ensemble 
(with  extra  props  to  Jeffrey  King  playing  the 
dead  man,  Gordon)  breathes  life  into  Ruhl’s 
rain-slicked  trench  coat  environment  in  the 
New  Theatre.  In  tableaux  ranging  from  an 
awkward  dinner  scene  with  the  family  of 


the  deceased  to  guzzling  martinis  at  a  ritzy 
nightclub  with  the  drunken  widow,  Jean 
(Sarah  Agnew)  holds  the  gravity  of  the  play 
in  the  palm  of  her  hand,  spinning  truths,  half- 
truths  and  outright  lies  of  Gordon’s  final  hours 
to  comfort  those  who  loved  him.  Transitioning 
smoothly  between  reality  and  satire,  between 
life  and  afterlife,  RuhTs  postmodern  diatribe 
gets  the  royal  treatment  at  OSF.  —  Chuck

Death  and  the  King's  Horseman 

Wole  Soyinka’s  1975  play  brings  out  the 
absolute  best  in  Derrick  Lee  Weeden,  who 
plays  Elesin,  the  main  character  and  the 
horseman  of  the  title.  And  the  look  of  the 
piece,  researched  smartly  and  gorgeously 
designed  to  reflect  Yoruba  art  and  textiles, 
rings  true.  This  year’s  non- Western  classic 
also  shows  off  the  talents  of  two  women: 
Perri  Gaffney,  who  plays  the  magnetic  and 
somewhat  unsavory  role  of  lyaloja,  “Mother” 
of  the  market,  and  Emily  Sophia  Knapp,  who 
makes  the  half-innocent,  half-ignorant  Jane 
Pilkings  a  complicated  character.  This  is  by 


far  the  most  talky  of  the  four  opening  plays, 
and  audience  members  who  don’t  know  the 
script  should  read  the  Illuminations  guide  for 
more  info.

Macbeth 

Barbaric  decapitations  bookend  this 
violent,  graphic  and  downright  spooky 
tragedy,  in  which  Macbeth  and  his  wife 
murder  their  way  to  the  kingship  but  soon 
descend  into  madness.  First-time  OSF  director 
Gale  Edwards  takes  a  maximalist  approach  to 
Shakespeare’s  text,  illustrating  every  scene 
in  rich,  inventive  ways,  but  leaves  little  to 
the  imagination.  (OSF’s  minimalist  2002 
production  of  Macbeth  was  psychologically 
richer  and  bloodier  but  less  gruesome.)  Visual 
feasts  abound,  but  little  energy  is  spent  on  the 
love  between  Macbeth  (Peter  Macon,  in  a  one- 
note  performance)  and  Lady  Macbeth  (Robin 
Goodrin  Nordli).  The  result  is  pleasing  to  the 
eyes  and  ears,  but  confounding  to  the  heart 
andmind.

My  boyfriend  of  16  months  and  I  have  a  great  relationship.  He  loves  my  blowjobs,  but  he  will 
not  kiss  me  if  I  have  his  come  in  my  mouth.  It  grosses  him  out.  We  have  talked  about  this,  and 
he  won't  even  try.  I  have  no  problem  If  he  kisses  me  after  going  down  on  me.  I  just  want  him  to 
try.  Is  there  something  wrong  with  asking  him  to  taste  himself?  I  do  it  all  the  time  and  love  it. 

Missing  Kisses 

It’s  funny  your  question  -  with  its  hint  of  gay  panic  -  should  arrive  today.  I've  been  on 
vacation  with  the  fatnily  all  week  snowboarding  in  beautiful  British  Columbia,  and  what  I  enjoy 
most  -  besides  the  snowboarding  and  the  half-naked,  fully  stoned  Australian  snowboard 
instructors  lolling  around  in  hot  tubs  at  the  end  of  the  day  -  is  watching  the  straight  boys 
who  refuse  to  sit  four  to  a  chairlift.  They  want  to  ride  up  alone  or  ride  up  two  at  a  time  on  a 
four-seater  with  two  empty  seats  between  'em.
